SEC advocates fee freeze, abolition

Student action on a national and international level dominated the agenda at last night's 
SEC meeting. 



Council considered reports by 
the Canadian Union of Students 
(CUS) and World University 
Service (WUS) committees, and 

Iieard a brief report from John 
Shingicr, n former President of 
the National Union of South Afri- 
can students (NUSAS) who is now 
studying for a doctorate in Inter- 
national Relations at Yale. 

It passed a motion supporting 
the abolition of all student r fees 
as soon as the necessary assist- 
ance from the provincial fiovem- 
mcnts becomes available. The 
SEC also supported the position 
that fees should be frozen until 
such assistance is available, that 
Canadian universities should co- 
operate in attempting to maintain 
fees at their present level, that 
no stands should be talcen with- 
out prior consultation vrith Can- 
adian universities and the Can- 
adian Union of Students, and tliat 
necessary actions should be taken 
on individual campuses to resist 
proposed fee increases. 

A committee consisting of Ar- 
thur Ross, Ken Cabatoff and Vic- 
tor Rabinovitch was established 
to prepare working papers for the 
Bladen Commission, when the 
Commission's representative visits 
McGill. 

Council passed a 4-point pro- 
gram in connection with World 
University Service: 

1) To contribute 10 cents per 
student (about $1,000) to defray 
the costs of operating the WUSC 
national office. 



2) To grant $2,000 to WU's in- 
ternational program. 

3) To piro'vidc llircc $2,000 
scholarships for students from 
overseas to study at McGill. 

4) To establish a committee 
consisting of Gerry Hoss (Chair- 
man), Joy Pension, Michael 
Green and Cecily Gardner to 
study and evaluate the McGill 
Charities program. 

The SEC also voted to hire a 
full-time employee for Radio Mc- 
Gill when future expansion should 
warrant it. 

Chris Portner told Cou.-.^il that 
Radio McGill is now preparing a 
brief to the Governors of the Uni- 
versity for permission to apply 
for an FM licence (which would 
result in a full-time station) from 
the Department of Transport. 



Council decided tliat February 
22 would be the deadline for no- 
minations for President and Vice- 
President of the Students' Society. 
The elections will be held March 
5. 

Steven Doyle, President of tlie 
Postgraduate Students' Society 
and Chairman of the ISA Inter- 
national Festival and the Awards 
Banquet, and Enn Raudscpp, for- 
mer Executive Applications Di- 
rector for the SEC, were appoint- 
ed to the Awards Committee, to 
broaden its frame of reference. 

Retroactive appointments in- 
cluded Peter Smith and Robert 
Jacobs as delegates lo the WUS 
Conference on Chile held here 
recently, and 16 McGill delega- 
tes to the University Model 
United Nations. 



Governor-General George Ku- 
banek accepted the resignation 
of Prime Minister Bill Lenihan 
and called on Liberal leader 
Cliff Post to' form a new govern- 
ment for tonight's sitting. The 
non-confidence vote passed 32 
to 26 and was supported by the 
Liberals, Conservatives and 
CTCM. The YCL voted with the 
government. 

By the same vote the House 
supported the Liberal amend- 
ment to the NDP Defence White 
Paper. The original Bill proposed 
a $700 million cut in the Canadian 
defence budget, withdrawal from 
NORAD, dismantling of Bomarc 
missile bases and tlic witlidrawal 
from NATO .in the event that 
becomes a nuclear alliance. 

Hie revised legislation called 
for maintained Canadian military 
obligations to NATO and the 
United Nations and reduced its 
participation in NORiVD. Reply- 
ing tb NDP claims that "the 
only true defence is peace and 
disarmament". Garth Stevenson, 
proposer of the amendment sta- 
ted that for the foreseeable fu- 
ture Canada would have to make 
a serious effort to maintain its 
military forces. 

Earlier in the evening Par- 
liament passed a government 
bill on Medicare by a vote of 
51-0. The legislation established a 
oomprehcnsive National Health 
Insurance plan to provide free 



medical, hospital, dru^, and surg- 
ical services through compulsory 
contribution and government 
grant. 

The CTCM bill to establish a 
native Canadian monarchy of 
alternating French and English 
monarclis was defeated by the 
House 10 to 10. Also defeated 
was an amendment to tliis bill 
which would have chosen a new 
nionarcli every day by lottery. 
"In this way we may realize the 
Canadian dream of Queen for a 
day", claimed .Michael Vineberg, 
mover of the amendment. 

Charles Shannon of CTCM 
asked Parliament to eliminate the 
British monarchy as a symbol 
of Anglo Saxon domination. 
Speaking in French, Georges 
Monette then stressed the need 
for bi cultural representation on 
all levels of government. 

Parliament also voted to make 
distribution of hate literature 
a criminal offense wiien it for- 
cibly invades individual privacy. 

Presiding as Speaker of the 
House was Frank Kunz, Assistant 
Professor of Economics and Po- 
litical Science.

Violent revolution oyer says Quebec author

"The crisis has passed" was how Peter Desbarats of the 
Montreal Star described the present situation in French Canada. 
Desbarats spoke last night at the meeting sponsored by SCM 
at Molson Hall. His topic was "French Canada, Second thoughts 
among English Canadians." 

Desbarats said that Canada in the last three or four years 
has been closer to dissolution than ever before, but everyone 
has now stepped back from the brink. 

What are the causes for tho misunderstanding? Canadians, 
In his view, have a talent for misinterpretation. The/ persist in 
out-moded loyalties to Britain and violent anti-Americanism. 



What is more, they have focussed on the negative aspects of 
separatism. 

"I don't understand French-Canadians" is English Canada's 
typical comment, but few seem to realize that the two groups 
are actually very similar in background. 

Rather than recognizing biculturalism, ihey listen for bombs. 
French Canada is wailing for an answer from the English wlio 
remain "silent, suspicious, fearful, and stubborn," says Desbarats. 

A book by Desbarats, "The Stale of Quebec", is coming out 
next Saturdoy. It is based on interviews with Quebecers of dif- 
ferent groups — tho people who are making the "quiet revolu- 
tion". Mr. Desbarats has been v/riting on French-English relations 
for the last four years.
